they are not 
only rapid, but indefatigable.

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Let’s Keep Our Fire Department 


t N the last few years East Liverpool has built up 
Its fire departm ent to a point w here efficiency 
and effectiveness In fighting fires Is assured. This 
has given the people a comfortable feeling they had 
not enjoyed for some time. 
While the future's uncertainties cannot be out­ 
lined definitely, it Is reasonable to assume that lf 
the 1-mlll firemen's levy Is not renewed by voters 
a t the polls on Tuesday it will be necessary to re­ 
duce the size of the fire-fighting force. 
Inasmuch as some valuable equipment has been 
acquired lately, making the departm ent the envy of 
m any cities even larger than East Liverpool, It 
would be foolhardy for voters to bring about a sit­ 
uation such as this. 
It takes considerable money to keep the fire de­ 
partment always on the alert, 24 hours a day, 365 
days a year. The 1-mlll levy doesn’t pay the full 
bill. Thus it Is obvious that should revenue cease 
to come In from the levy It would be virtually Im­ 
possible to maintain the departm ent on Its present 
level, because the city’s finances are not elastic 
enough to a l l o w allocation to die fire department 
' from other functions of the $20,000 that would be 
lost. 
East Liverpool citizens are proud of tbelr de­ 
partm ent. In building it up they have made an im­ 
portant forward stride In developing their city gov­ 
ernm ent to modem standards. It would be discour­
